In the 
midst of a range there may be 100 or 
_ 200 acres-of meadow land which con- 
trols the water supply, we believe the 
man who buys this land should be 
protected in its possession and the 
control of the property. This would 
induce cattle men to become settlers, 
instead of eating what we have, and 
trampling upon the rights of small 
land owners.
